Kwoh was much pleased with his visit to 
Oxford, We palda visit to the Sheldonian 
Theatre, and listened ‘to an address from 
Dr Legge on the four last maxims of the 
Sacred Edict. At the Invitation of Dr 
Bewel, tho Vice-Chancellor of the Oniver-
